In addition, the applicant may also have to comply wdh other specal "«""-^ a »*"* 
in certain Offices. It is the applicant" s responsibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national phase are taken in a 
timely fashion. Most Offices do not issue reminders to applicants in connection with the entry into the national phase.

State which is bound by Chapter II has the right to file a demand for international preliminary examination (at present, all 
PCT Contracting States are bound by Chapter II). 

REQUIREMENTS REGARDING PRIORITY DOCUMENTS 

For applicants who have not yet complied with the requirements regarding priority documents, the following is recalled. 

Where the priority of an earlier national, regional or international application is claimed, the applicant must submit a copy
